ESUYy Orimuch as the Committee of Eſtates, 
Xe confidering how neceſſary it is that the

ROuUr and ref pet: Andthatthe ſafety and 
EPA HR peace of the Kingdom be provided for,

ven order fora new Levy of Horſe through the Kingdom. 
 Andthat they may be raiſed with the greater eaſe co the 
Kingdom, and entettained the more orderly whiles they 
are within the ſame, And alſo ou moneys may be broughr 
p 1n 
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p02 JT ; 
in for the diſpatch of ſuch other publick affairs as neceſſarily 
concerns the good of the Army, and advancing this grear 
work now in hand , For the good of Religion, the reſcue 
and reeſtabliſhment of the Kings Majeſtie and the true Peace 
_ of the Kingdom. The Committee of Eſtates a:cording to 

the Power and Author'ty wherewih they are entruſted by 
the Eſtates of Parliament ; Do Prorogate and continue the 
Monethly Maintenance in that proportion it was firſt laid 
on, and that for the ſpace of four moneths, viz. From the 
firſt day of 0ober next to come, till the firſt day of Fe- 
bruary 1649. And Statutes and Ordains that ilk Shire and 
Burgh within the Kingdom, are and ſhall be lyable and ob- 
liged in payment of the particular ſuis of money under- 
written for each of the {aids four moneths,and that without 
any ſuſpenſion or dimunirion,and at the times, and in man- 
ner afterſpecified: And Ordainsthe ſame to be payed in 
to Sir Tohn Teems of Bogie Theſaurer of the Army and 
Commiſlary Generall of the Kingdom, and to his Deputies 
and Sub- ColleQors appointed by him for receiving there- 
of art the termes following : The maintenance of the mo- 
neth of 0dober berwixt andthe ſixth day of the ſaid mo- 
neth, And the maintenance of the other three monerhs 


on private ſecurity, and layed our for the outreik of the Ar- 
my and of other incident neceſlary charges daily occurring 


lowance or deduction whartſomever.

And finceitis moſt juſt that the Kingdom had relief of 
the 


berwixt and the tenth day of the ſaids moneths re- 
ſpedive : Andin regard of the great ſums already borrowed 


for the furtherance of this work: The Committee of Eftares 
for relief and diſpatch thereof, do appoint and ordain the 
Maintenance of the ſaid moneth of 0dober to be payed in 
reall money to the Commiſlary, without any ſuſpenſion,al- 
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the hundreth pounds om each'horſeto be pur out” 
in this preſent Levy, and of the ordinary quarterings. The: 
Committee doth declare, that the ſaids hundreth pounds 
in the firſt place,and then the Quarterings due and exacted 
(conform tothe Act of Quarterings of the 22, of February 
1645.3nd according tothe Eſtabliſhment hereunto ſubjoyn=- 
ed) in the moneths of 0foher, November, December, and 
Fannary , ſhall affeft and be allowed in, the maintenance of 
the three moneths of November, December, and Fanuary next 
to come , And itis hereby declared that no quarterings 
whatſomever are in any wayes to be allowed to any Shyre 
uncill firſt the Levie due our of that Shyre, be compleatlie 
put out and the ſame atteſted by the Officers who have the 
charge thereof ; Bur that theſe forces who are or ſhall be 
raiſed, be quartered on free quarters on tne deficients of the 
Shire,rtill the numbers be compleat : And then the hail ro 
be quartered proportionally and equally through rhe. hail 
Shire by advice and Order of the Commitree of the Shire: 


 Andincaſe it ſhal happen that the forces railed in any Shire 


be called by publict Order, for the publtqusg ſervice to ano- 
ther Shire ; then the quartering of thele Forces to be allow - 
ed inthe Maintenance of the atoreſaid three moneths; And 
the Shires whereunto they are called to have their relief out 
of the Maintenance of theſe Shires from which they are 
called. Provided,always likeas it is hereby ſpecially decla- 
red, that no allowance of quarterings is to be granted to any 


Shires or Burghs of the Forces (if any ſhall happen to beJ 


ſent to them, to force them to do their cuty in putting out 
their men; and paying their by- gone Maintenance and 0- 
therwayes. But that all forces fo employed be on Free 
Quarter, whereof the Shire or Burgh lo deficient is to have 


no relict. And ſeeing torthe molt pact the deficiency in theſe 


puvlict 


Public duries, is moſt in df "REF and maſters: And 
that it were hard that the poor Tenents and Laboure:s of 
the ground ſhould {uffer for their Maſters fault; Ir is ordain- 
ed that the Free Quarters aforeſaid to be raiſed off any Te- 
nents whoſe Maſters and Landlords are deficient & do not 
concur for advancing of this publict ſervice, ſhall be allow- 
edand diſcompted to the Tenent in the firſt end of the 
Renx, or duely he is to pay to his Maſter or Heretor of the 
ground.

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The in-brinping and colleting whereof, the Committee 
of Eſtates doth hereby recommend and entruſt to the ſaid 
Sir Fohn Weemes of Boglte', and his Deputies ColleQors of 
Shires and Parifhes, Clerks to Shires , and Clerk to the 
Maintenance, ( who are to have the ſame proportionable 
allowance and fee for this foure moneths , as is by Act of 
Parliament of the 9. of May laſt allowed for the laſt five 
moneths, and to beup- lifted in the ſame manner: ) And or- 
dains Letters of Horning to be direted hereupon for pay- 
ment ofthis maintenance , at the inſtance ot the ſaid Sir 
Fohn Weemes and Collectors aforeſaid againſt the Sub-col- 
[eors of Shires, Magiſtrates of Burghs, Colle&ors of Pa- 
riſhzs, Heretors, Fewers, Lifetenters, and others addebted 
in payment of their ſeverall proportions of this mainte- 
nance now impoſed. And ordains the Sub-colle&ors, Col- 
le&tors of Pariſhzs, Magiſtrates of Burrows, and others ſo to 
be charged by the Generall Commiſlary, to have Letters 
of relief , as is ordained by the Act forthe Taxt and Loan. 
And for the more [peedie ingathering of the ſaids four mo- 
neths maintenance at the termes of payment above-written, 
The Generall Commiſlar is hereby warranted if any Shire 
0: Burgh be deficient in payment of their parts of this main- 
renance at the times aforeſaid, he either imploy ſome of his 
own troup, Or any other of the Forces that ſhall happen to 
be on the bounds for the time, for up-lifting of this mainte- 
nance from the Deficients , Burghs and Pariſhes , whilks 
Forces are to receive their entertainment off the Deficients 
a: the ordinar Rates beſtdes rhe payment of the maintenance 
as aforeſaid, And it is hereby Ordained, that the Commite 
tees of Warre be aiding and aſſiſting to the Commiſlar Ge- 
nerall herein, 
And it is hereby Ordained, That no Retention , Suſpen- 
- =; fog 
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fion,nor diſcharge of this hs 4 maintenance, be granted 
for any caufe othert}1an is above-wricten , except for the 
hundreth pounds allowed'in the Levie and quarterings, in 
manner before expreſt, and for the Lands, Rents, Annual- 
rents, and other duttes mortified in Colledges , Schooles, 
Hoſpitals, Miniſters and School- maſteis ſtipends, and for 
upholding Kitks and Burghs. Whilks mortifications are to 
be deduced in each Shire. But notwithſtanding the Shire 
to be lyable in payment of their haill maintenance. And thar 
all Hererors, Lite-renters, Takſmen,Titulars, proper Wod- 
ſetters, Penſtoners, Conjunct fiars, Lady- tercers,and others 
ſubject to the Valuation within Shires and Burghs, ſhall be 
lyable to their proportionall part of this maintenance :Not- 
withſtanding of any A paſt or to be paſt in their favours, 
other nor what 15 above ſer down. | 

Andinregard of this prorogating of the maintenance on 
the Shires and Burghs for the tour moneths above: mentio- 
ned,[Itis ſtarute and Ordained by the Committee of Eſtates, 
that every Debrer ſhall have Retention from the Creditors 
of ane and ane half of each eight Pannall for annual-rent for 
the ſ1ids foure moneths. So that the Debter ſhall onely be 
lyable in payment,according to f1x and a half for each hun- 
dreth of ſtock for theſe four moneths. With this proviſion, 
that no Debter ſhall have the benefit of Retention who ſhal 
not pay his annual-rent to his Creditor within the ſpace of 
ane year,after that ane preceedingycars annualrent is reſtand 
unpayed. 

And laſtly it 15 ordained, that no Suſpenfions be granted 
without conſ1gnation, as is appointed by Ad of Parliament 
27. Februiry 1645. And that all Heritors within Burgh, 


Liberties and Pendicles thereof (encluding for Eainburzh 
as Pendicles ok the {ame;ths Houles, Tenements & Yards,in 
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Leith, Cannogate and Pleaſants, whereof the Town is either 
{uperior or proprietur, and-for'the other Barrows all that 
have beenin uſe to be taxt by them)ſhal-contribute for pay- 
ment of the Maintenance, as is mentioned in the ſaid At 
27. February 1645. And that the payment of this mainte- 
nance bealsequal and propottionable as may be:The Com- 
mittee Ordains the Valuers in the ſeverall Shires, already 
named or to be named, to meet, reviſe and rectifie the ya- 
Juation of the Shires. Provided that notwithſtanding of 
this tryall, the Shires and Burghs be lyable in payment to 
the Commiſſar General of the haill ſums above- mentioned, 
layd on them by this A. 

And Ordains the Lands and Teinds to pay the mainte- 
nance as they lye locally inthe Shires or Burghs. And this 
Act to be w:thout prejudice of the Priviledge of the Lords 
of Sellion, conform to former Acts of Maintenance.
